TRAIN IS DITCHED 


N o . 1, on the Missouri Pacific, 
This Forenoon. 


T H E R E W ER E NO FA T A LIT IES 


Several Persons Reported to Have 
Been Injured—Cause of the 
Mishap Unknown.

Missouri Pacific passenger train No. 


1, due here at 2:25 p. m., was derailed 
at the west switch at Yeatman, Mo., 
a station twenty-five miles west of St. 


Louis, at 9 :48 o’clock this morning. 
The entire train, consisting of a 


mail car, baggage car, two chair cars, 


the Pullman coaches, a tourist car 
and a cafe car. Jumped the track, the 


engine and tank, a chair car and one 
coach falling ov^ sidew ays.

State that quite a number of persons 
were Injured, although none were ser- 
Jowsly hurt. It is stated here that the 


train crew escaped uninjured. The 
cause of the wreck is unknown. 
The train was in charge of Conduc­

train left the track,” said Mr. Apke, * 
“and then one violent lurch, as the 
three rear cars toppled over. We had 
Just left Eureka, and, though going at 
fair speed, had not yet gathered full 
headway. 
I had half risen in my seat 
at the first jolt, for I realized that part 
of the train, at least, was off the track, 
and the lurch sent me sailing through 
the aisle. When I came to I was on 
the flat of my back on the roof of the 
overturned 
car. How I escaped in­ 
stant death I will never know. The 
lamps were flickering, oil was run­ 
ning out of their tops, and there was 
danger every minute of explosion and 
fire. 
“Somel>ody got to the rack on the 
wall containing the emergency kit, and 
with the ax we tackled the car door. 
It was jammed tight, however, and we 
had to smash two or three windows. 
Curiously enough, the wreck had not 
broken a window in our car. Once 
outside it was easy enough to help the 
imprisoned folks in the other cars. 
We converted the baggage car into a 
terai>orary hospital, and a man who 
said he was a physician gave first 
aid to the injured. Nearly everybody 
was bruised and cut, but after being 
patched up they made themselves as 
comfortable as possible, and we stay­ 
ed in the baggage car until the relief 
train arrived.”

The discov ery of 
the two y oung er children floating in 
the riv er, throats cut and skulls crush­ 
ed, led to a search and the discov ery 
of the husband and wife, the former 
shot, the latter killed by a blow from 
an ax . 
Both bodies were found secreted In 
a patch of weeds near the roadside. 
Hamilton w'as arrested at his home 
near this place. 
In his confession to 
the officers he told of the jealousy 
he entertained for Parsons. 
Parsons, with his wife and children 
in a cov ered wag on, were leav ing the 
v icinity , to locate on a farm near El- 
son. Mo. 
Hamilton told of following 
the family , of his quarrel with Par­ 
sons ov er the ownership of a saddle. 
He first emptied the contents of a 
double-barreled shotg un into Parsons, 
killing him. He turned the weapon 
on Mrs. Parsons and completed his 
crime with an ax . The children ho 
caug ht one by one. and with a pocket 
knife slashed tbelr throats from ear to 
ear. Ev idence of Hfo in the bodies 
of the two y oung er, led Hamilton to 
beat the lads’ skulls into a pulp with 
a bludg eon. 
He told of throwing the children’s 
bodies Into the riv er and of secreting 
the husband and wife In the bushes. 
He then mounted one of the Parson.s 
mules and attended a rev iv al meeting 
sev eral miles distant. This action led 
to his arrest the following day . 
His snbsfequent confession and the 
brutality ol the crime, led to an In-
